In order to grade up and improve the quality of 
our Dairy Cattle, the Committee has in operation 
a Scheme for testing the yields of milk and butter 
fat of milch cows in the County. 

A Cow-Testing Supervisor has been appointed to 
carry out the work, All expenditure in connection 
with the Scheme will be defrayed out of the Com- 
mittee’s funds. The owner of the cows will have 
te contribute a sum of only one shilling per cow 
for each cow under test, and the only work that 
will have to be done by him will be to weigh and 
record the morning and evening milk yield of each 
cow in his herd one day each week throughout the 
milking riod. 4 a of the work will 
he done by the Supervisor.
